MUCH SYMPATHY FOR BULLER. 


Talk of Presenting Sword of Honor 
to General. 

London, October 25.—The leaders of the 
liberal organization deny that any meet- 
ing of the liberal leaders has been called, 
as cabled to the United States by a news 
agency, to consider the advisability of 
issuing a manifesto to the country call- 
ing on the government to resign or call a 
special session of parliament to discuss 
the Boer war, the dismissal of General 
Buller and other matters. 

A great meeting of sympathy in Hyde 
Park for General] Buller is now under con- 
sideration, and there is talk of the pre- 
sentation to the general of a sword of 
honor as a national tribute. In the west 
of England, where General Buller’s home 
is situated, the feeling runs high. Fre- 
quent meetings hawe been held to de- 
nounce the government's action. 

A representative of the Associated Press 
learns that General Buller, first of all, 
after delivering the speech which resulted 
in his retirement, received a personal let- 
ter from King Edward disapproving of his 
utterances and clearly intimating that his 
majesty would be glad if General Buller 
would resign. Then the war ‘secretary, 
Mr. Brodrick, summoned General Buller 
and point blank demanded his resigna- 
tion. It was a stormy interview ending 
in General Buller’s flat refusal to resign. 
Then Mr. Brodrick went straight to Ktng 
Edward in Scotland and the result of his 
visit was the action which now has s0 
stirred up the country. 

The: Scottish liberal association, at a 
meeting at Sterling today, at which Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman presided, 
passed a resolution that the ‘continued 
existence of Lord Salisbury’S government 
threatens the country with humiliation 
and disaster and the liberal party should 
unite under Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man’s leadership for the government's 


erthrow.”’ 
O sir Henry said the nation had lost all 
confidence in tne capability of the gov- 
ernment, though it might be some time 
before the nation took entirely the same 
views of the terrible state of things in 


South Africa.

CZOLGOSZ IS A CHRISTIAN. 


So Father Fudzinski Asserts After 
Visiting Assassin. 

Auburn, N. Y., October 25.—Leon Czol- 
gosz, the murderer of President McKin- 
ley, was visited in his cell in the Auburn 
penitentiary today by the Rev. Hyacinth 
Fudzinski, of Buffalo. The visit was 
made at the request of the condemned 
man. Father Fudzinski spent an hour 
with the assassin. When he emerged he 
was asked by an Associated Press re- 
porter if Czolgosz had renounced anarchy 


and embraced Christianity. He replied: 


“He is a Christian. He was born a 
Christian, and, although he may have 
renounced Christianity, he is now a Chris- 
tian, I think.’”’ 

Father Fudztnhski admitted that during 
the hour he was with the assassin a great 
change for the better came over him. He 
said he expected to see Czolgosz soon 
again. 


GREAT STRIKE AT FALL RIVER. 


It Will Come Because Mills Refuse 
To Increase Wages. P 

Fall. River, Mass., October 26.—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the Manufacturers’ 
Association this afternoon refused to ad- 
vance wages 10 per cent, as requested by 
the textile council. The letter of Secre- 
tary Whitehead, of the textile council, 
was read and discussed, as were the’va- 
rious phases of the cotton business, and 
also the action of M. C. D. Bordon in ad- 
vancing wages in the iron works mills. 
The reply says: 

“They (the manufacturers) desire to call 
your attention to the fact that the sched- 
ule now in force, based upon 19.8 cents 
for weaving pleces of 28-inch, 64 by ‘44 
print cloth is a very high one, and has 
been exceeded but once, dnd then only 
for a period of nine months, during the 
last seventeen years. The nine months 
above referred to were from December, 
1892, to September, 1898. At the time said 
schedule was adopted, print cloths were 
selling at 4 1-16 cents per yard, and the 
margin, figured in the usual way, was 
$1.07. When the present wage scale went 
into effect, December 11, 1899, there was a 
margin between the selling price of 45 
yards of 28-inch 64 by 64 print cleth and 
S$ pounds of middling upland cotton of 
84% cents. Today the margin figured in 
the same way is 70.8c, or 13.95 cents less 
than when the schedule now in force 
was adopted. The manufacturers in their 
late conference held with the representa- 
tives of your counci: endeavored to place 
before you the actual business conditions 
as they existed and to show you how im- 
possible it is to comply with your re- 
aquest. They, therefcre, positively refuse 
to grant anv advance of wages under ex- 
isting conditicns.” 

A meeting cf the textile council was 
called for tomorrow night to consider the 
refusal of the manufacturers. 

Judging by present indications nothing 
can avert a strike at Fall River, except 
the action of the operatives at their meet- 
ing next week. It is not expected that 
they will take any action cther than that 
of voting to strike.

Fearful Holocaust Occurs in 
Heart of Business Section 
of Philadelphia, 


VICTIMS SLOWLY COOKED 
IN SIGHT OF THOUSANDS 


Some, Driven to Desperation, Leaped 
to Pavement To Escape Fire. 
The Firemen Believe That 
Many Bodies Are in 
the Debris. 


Philadelphia, Pa., October 25.—Eighteen 
known dead and property loss amount- 
ing to upward of $500,000 is the awful 
result of a fire which occurred today 
in the business section of the city. Fully 
a score of injured were treated at va- 
rious hospitals. Police and firemen are 
tonight delving into the ruins in search 
of bodies supposed to have been buried 
beneath the debris, as it is feared that 
others besides the known dead may have 
lost their lives in the flames. The build- 
ings destroyed were the. eight-story 
structure, 1219 and 1221 Market street, oc- 
cupied by Hunt, Wilkinson & Company, 
upholsterers and furniture dealers, and 
a three-story building occupied by small 
merchantmen.

Died Agonizing Death. 

Men and women died a lingering ago- 
nizing death in the presence of thou- 
sands of spectators who were unable to 
lift a hand to their assistance. The 
réar of Hunt, Wilkinson & Company's 
building faces on Commerce street, a 
Bmali thoroughfare. On the fire escapes 
at this end of the building two men and 
one woman were slowly roasted to death, 
while the horror-stricken throng on the 
street below turned sick at the sight. 

In front, on Market street, a woman, 
driven to desperation, leaped from a 
window on the top floor and was dashed 
to death on the pavement. Firemen 
claim to have seen men and women, un- 
able to reach the windows or fire escapes, 
burned to death in the interior of the 
building.

A ladder reached from this 
floor to the roof, which would have en- 
abled those on that floor to reach the 
roof of an adjoining eight-story building, 
Lut in the excitement this means of es- 
cape was forgotten. Several made the 
terrible leap to the sidewalk and were 
crushed, while the others ran the gaunt- 
let of smoke and fire down the rear fire 
escapes. 

As if by commion impulse the majority 
of the employees attempted to _reach 
places of safety by means of the fire 
escape on the Commerce street entrance 
of the structure. Many of them, ren- 
dered practically insane from fright, 
leaped to the ground, and others, be- 
coming unconscious from the smoke and 
intense heat, fell to the pavement. 
When the firemen arrived Commerce 
street was filled with these unfortunate 
victims. 

By noon the fire was under control, 
and at 2 o’clock this afternoon a force 
of men began clearing away the debris 
for the purpose of recovering the bodies 
of the victims. 

Firemen claim to have seen men and 
women, unable to reach the windows or 
fire escapes, burned to death in the in- 
terior of the building.

Washington. 

Such a resolution will be unique and 
sensational, coming as it will from one 
of the most prominent young republicans 
of north Georgia. The fact that he had 
prepared to do this was not generally 
known around the house yesterday, 
though Mr. Hall discussed the matter 
quietly with a number of his friends. 

When approached on the subject by a 
representative of The Constitution, Mr. 
Hall was somewhat surprised that his 
purpose had become known. 

‘Yes,’ he said, “I shall introduce a 
resolution the first of next week, proba- 
bly on Monday, condemning the action of 
President Roosevelt in inviting a negro 
to his table in the white house. I have 
not yet perfected the resolutfn but will 
have it ready by Monday 

“I am a republican, always have been 
and, I suppose, I shall continue to be a 
radical all my life, but I cannot counte- 
nance such actions as that on the part of 
republicans or anybody else. I do not 


want any office from President Roose- 
velt, or anything else. I think he has 
made a great mistake. However, I will 
say all I have to say when I present my 
resolution.” 

Mr. Hall was not inclined to talk about 
the matter at all. and declined to say 
what the resolution would contain. 
Friends of h‘s in the house to whom he 
has talked, however, assert that it will 
be one of the warmest resolutions that 
ever appeared in that body. 

It is even rumored that it will Ikely 
contain some of the severe things that 
have been said about the matter by 
southern democrats, but which, for one 
reason or another, have never appeared 
in print. 

The appearance of the resolution fn the 
house will be awaited with earnest and 
eager interest.

Chamberlain Announces That 
Government WII! Adopt 
Repression Measures. 


SCORES IRISH MEMBERS 
FOR BLOCKING BUSINESS 


Declares That Irish Representation 
Is a Scandal and That It Must 
Be Reduced—Discusses the 
War in South 
Africa.

Edinburgh, Oct. 25.—Mr. Chamberiain, 
the colonial secreta:ty addressing up 

of 8,000 persons in Waverly Ma@ ket, - Edin- 
burgh, tonight, announced that the gov- 
ernment intended™to frame new rules for 
the purpose of commons to limit Irish 
obstruction. 

“We propose,” said he, “to bring for- 
ward rules which shall give to the ma- 
jority of the, commons greater contro] 
over its own business and greater con- 
trol over the men who insult and out- 
rage it; and we shall endeavor to pro- 
tect the mother of parilaments from 
those who wou!d destroy her usefulness 
and repugation. 

‘The present representation of Treland 
is.” said he, “an abuse and a scandal. 
No alteration could be made except in 
immediate anticipation of a general dis- 
solution, and we are not contemplat- 
ing that. But when we get nearer to 
the time we shall ask you whether you 
think Irish representation is so precious 
to you, is so ~‘aluable to the national 
interests, that it is desirable to con- 
tinue it on a scale which «ives the Irish 
a representation enormously excceding 
the proportionate representation of Ire- 
land and England.”’ 

Too Many Members. 

The colonial secretary went on to 
point out on the brsis of population Ire- 
land had thirty members too many in the 
house of commons and on the basis of her 
cortributions for imperial purposes, as 
considered at the time of union, she had 
from forty to fifty members too many. 

“TI say that this constitutes an abuse,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘and there is no rea- 
son why it should be perpetuated,” 

In enother portion of the speech, which 
was largely devoted to the Irish ques- 
tion, he observed: 

“If these genetlemen who now openly 
shout for the mahdi and pray for the 
Boers. if they had a parliament of thei- 
own, if all the strings of Irish govern- 
ment had been in their hands, if they 
had had the power, is it not certain that 
they would have refused to pay their 
contribution to the war, and that would 
have placed us in a position of embar- 
rassment?”’ 

The relations of the parliamentary op- 
position with the Irish party, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said he considcred “dangerous to 
the empire.” 


The Boer War. 


In reviewing the war in South Africa, 
which, he declared, -again had been forced 
upon Great Britain by the Boers, he said 
the government acknowledged that it had 
made a mistake as to the time of ending 
the war, and that he admired the tenaci- 
ty of the Boers; but I4 insisted that it 
was the duty of Great Britain to mect 
this tenecaity with equal resolution. Then 
followed whet is regarded as a most im 
portant declaration. ‘ 

“I think the time has come or is com 
ing.’’ said the colonial secretary, “when 
measures of grester severity may be nec- 
essary; and if that time comes, we can 
find precedents, for anything we do in 
the actions of thcse nations who now 
criticti:.e our ‘barbarity’ and ‘cruelty’ but 
whose example in Poland, in the Cauca- 
sius, in Algeria, in Tonquin, in Bosnia 
and in the Franco-Prussian war, we have 
never approached.”’

Woman’s Bank Accotnt Is Basily 
Depleted. 


FRAUD EASILY BROUGHT ABOUT 


Depositor Declares Ofders Spurious 
and an Investigation Sus- 
tains Her Claim.

A clever forgery, easily and nicely 
worked through the Washington Ex- 
change bank nearly a year ago, was to- 
day detected, 7 2 | 
Mrs. Lula Wil¥ngham, ajlady well 
Known in Wilkes. Seonty, wiaced her 
money in the Exchange bank:a year ago. 
An even thousand, with her signature, 
was given the cashier: when her book 
was passed over to her. Within a short 
time a check or two came in against tie 
Gaeposit. Then within a short time other 
checks followed, five.in number, in each 
instance the name calling for the money 
being, even upon close scrutiny, the 
handwriting of the depositor’s signature— 
a fac simile of Mrs, ‘Willingham’s pen- 
manship. So accurate were the signa- 
tures that the bank -accepted the call 
and paid out the money. 
The pass book was.balanced and sent 
to the depositor, who lives several miles 
frcm Washington. She quickly detected 
the five forged checks,; aggregating $136. 
She communicated with the bank at 
once with reference to the matter. When 
the forged checks were compared with 
the genuine it was discovered that an 
“l’ in the name was missing in the 
worthless signatures, With that excep- 
tion the forgery was well executed. 
The forger made the checks payable to 
fictitious parties. Two were made pay- 
able to M. V. Jones, another to T. O. 
Flacker. The indorgemefit' on the back 
was apparently done in a disguised man- 
ner. 
Cashier J. R. Dyson has no recollection 
as to whom he paid the money, it hav- 
ing been nearly a year since the checks 
were cashed.

The action of the Georgia division of 
the United Confederate Veterans in 
relation to the pension legislation of

That body, by an almost unanimous 
vote, resolved— 
to the Georgia 
legislature an investigation of the pen- 
sion laws, and to legislate so as to place 
all pensioners on an indigent basis. 


When politicians hesitated to act, 
the veteran, with his old-time dash, 
has broken the silence. He declares 
himself opposed to ‘pensions which 
amount to a bonus. He pronounces in 
favor of pensions only to those who 
absolutely need the help of the state. 

What a pleasing contrast is the ac- 
tion of the Georgia confederate vet- 
eran to the wrangling of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, which demands 
that the pension oll shall be 
changed into a plunder list. As an 
abuse for partisan ends the fetieral 
pension roll was extended § un- 
it has become a _ public 
shame. For years war has 
been waged on the federal pension 
commissioner because he insisted 
upon some show of law for what was 
being done. The late Grand Army 
commander, Shaw, and the present 
commander, Torrance. have kept up 
an attack upon the treasury. The de- 
mand has even been made that there 
should be bond issues for an increase 
But the other day notice 
was served upon the president by 
clamorous pensiom sharks for the dis- 
missal of Commissioner Evans. In 
contrast, the confederate veteran, 
poor but too proud to be a charge upon 
his state, Las declared against the 
bonus idea, and asks that the state 
pension list be limited to those who 
are actually in want. 

This action, so honorable to our vet- 
erans, leaves the legislature free to go 
to work. Pensions upon an indigent 
basis would cut down the pension ap- 
propriations very largely, giving more 
money for schools, colleges and other 
needful public objects, and reducing 
the tax rate. : 

The action of the confederate vet- 
erans clears the way for a great 
change for the better in the matter of 
pension extravagance.

at which great universities were destined 
to wax in power and prosper. In view 
of recent developments regarding the 
question: of racial social equality, this 
statement of Dr. Butler’s is weighted 
with large significance. It must now be 
clear to the people of the south that to 
be consistent they must needs decline 
to send their sons and daughters to those 
colleges and universities of the north in 
which social equality of the black and 
white races is conceded; and that they 
must see to it that at strategic points in 
the south shall be built and equipped and 
adequately supported colleges and univer- 
sities which shall interpret southern life 
and develop southern character and cher- 
ish southern traditions. If an assault is 
to be made upon southern institutions 
and southern standards of civilization, it 
is important that the younger generation 
of the south be so instructed that it will 
be able to resist every attack when the 
crisis comes. 

It is indeed discouraging that Yale uni- 
versity, the alma mater of many men of 
light and leading in the south—from the 
days of John C. Calhoun to the time of 
Randal! Gibson—should, by violating long 
established social precedents, drive from 
its doors the youth of the southern states. 
Nor can the attitude of President Eliot 
of Harvard, who insists that Booker 
Washington is the social equal of any 
white man in America, be contemplated 
with complacency. It is fortunate that 
from Princeton university, the alma 
mater of James Madison, no such discor- 
dant note has sounded. It is to be hoped 
that the old college in New Jersey will 
not take a position which will necessa- 
rily force southern fathers to cease send- 
ing their sons to that institution. 

Should, however, every college and ev- 
ery university north of the Ohio and Po- 
tomac rivers indorse the president’s re- 
cent action, and supplement that indorse- 
ment by opening its doors to negroes, the 
southern people would be required to send 
their sons and daughters to institutions 
nearer home and more in sympathy with 
southern temper and southern tastes. If 
the choice must needs be made, it is quite 
certain that the white people of the sou.a 
will not shrink from the alternative. It 
is not forgotten that Washington warned 
his countrymen against the impropriety 
and danger of sending their sons to Eng-

land—to Oxford and Cambridge—to be ed- 
ucated. The point he made that, educat® 
in British environment, they would return | 
home without proper sympathy with 
American ideals, is as effective today as 
it was in the last decade of the eighteenth 
century. The duty ef southern white men 
regarding this subject is as clear and as 
important now as was the duty of Wash- 
ington’s contemporaries. 

It is fortunate that there are near at 
home colleges and universities in the 
south which may claim, and justly claim, 
the patronage of the southern people. In 
the largest city of the south is the Tu- 
lane university of Louisiana, which has 
grown mightily in power and in dignity 
in the last decade; at the state capital of 
Louisiana is the Louisiana state univer- 
sity; at Oxford, Miss., is the historic state 
university; at Athens, Ga., is an institu- 
tion that is southerg in faculty, students, 
campus and dormitories; farther north is 
historic old “‘Ghapel Hill,’’ the university 
of North Carolina; in the Old Dominion is 
the University of Virginia, at Charlottes- 
ville—which for years has been the glory 
of the south—and the Washington and 
Lee university at Lexington. The people 
of the south owe it to their ancestors, to 
themselves and to their children to send 
their sons to these institutions, or at least 
to institutions like these, where the new- 
ly announced racial social equality theory 
is emphatically denied. In- discharging 
this solemn obligation, Americans of tne 
southern states will be ruled by no spirit 
of provincialism or of self-sufficiency. 
They will be directed solely by the laws 
of self protection and self preservation.

GEORGIA CANNOT ISSUE 
BONDS TO FUND INTEREST 


Editor Constitution: My attention has been 

called to a letter of Hon. William H. Fiem- 
ing, in which he takesythe position that the 
legislature can pass a bill funding the inter- 
est due in 1902 on the public bonded debt, 
amounting to $325,380. He takes the further 
position that this new issue of bonds can be 
made payable on call, or at the pleasure of 
the state, and that the treasurer can be in- 
structed to pay it out of the public property 
fund, thus complying, as he says, with the very 
letter of the constitution. 
I have great respect for the opinion of Mr. 
Fleming, also for the opinion of Honorables 
Clifford Anderson, N. J. Hammond and Ww. A. 
Little. former attorneys general, quoted by 
Mr. Fleming. F 
I do not believe that this can be done for 
the reason that in my opinion it Is uncon- 
stitutional. Paragraph |, article 7, section 
12 of the constitution is as follows: 

“The bonded debt of the state shall fMmever 
be increased, except to repel invasion, sup- 
press insurrectién, or defend the state in time 
of war." 

Paragraph |, section 3, article 7 of the con- 
stitution is as follows: 

“No debt shall be contracted by or on be- 
half of the state, except to supply casual de- 
ficiencies of revenue, to repel igvasion, sup- 
press insurrection, and defend the state in 
time of war. or to pay the existing public debt; 
but the debt created to supply deficiencies in 
revenue shall not exceed, in the aggregate, 
$200,000.’’ 

It haz been contended that the interest on 
the public debt is a part of the public debt, 
just as much as the bonds under which said 
interest accrues. Admit this to be true; yet 
there is another paragraph of the constitution 
which, in my judgment, is mandatory on the 
general assembly to raise by taxation, each 
year, a sufficient sum of money to pay the 
interest on the public debt. 

The paragraph that f refer to tis paragraph 
1, section 14, article 7, which is as follows: 
‘‘The general assembly shall raise by taxation, 
each year, in addition to the sum required to 
pay the public expenses and interest on the 
public debt, the sum of $100,000, which shall 
be held as a sinking fund to pay off and retire 
the bonds of the state which have not yet 
matured, and shall be applied to no other 
purpose whatever,’’ etc. A 

The various sections of the constitution are to 
be construed together, and the clear intent and 
meaning of the constitution is that the public 
debt should not be increased by an accumu- 
lation of interest; hence, I say that the last 
Paragraph cited makes it mandatory on the 
general assembly, and it ‘s their duty, to raise 
by taxation, each year, an amount sufficient 
to pay the interest on the public debt. It 
cannot be evaded by funding the interest on 
the public debt, If the legislature can properly 
fund the interest on the public debt, then it 
can pay this interest out of the property fund, 
com : part of the public debt, without fund- 
ng it. 

Construing all of these paragraphs of the 
constitution together, I am inclined to the 
belief that the only way to dispose of the 
interest on the public debt is to pay it each 
year, as it falls due, by taxation. 

The credit of Georgia is well established, 
and it is not necessary to evade apy pro- 
vision of the constitution in order to main- 
tain it.

Two Important Propositions Now 
Pending. 

Editor Constitution—President Roosevelt has 
been severely criticised for inviting Booker 
Washington to dine with him, and to state the 
case in moderation, the president blundered 
badly. But neither his act nor the act of any 
other on the line can bring to pass ‘‘social 
equality’’ or efface the color line—a line which 
nature has made nature can be depended on 
to maintain, 

But there is a matter which may seriously 
affect the south, and that, too, to the disad- 
vantage of the whites. I refer to the fact that 
the colleges for negroes are far better 
equipped than the colleges for whites, and 
that their superiority in this particular rap- 
idly increases every day. Booker Washing- 
ton can get more money for his school by an 
hour’s speech in Boston or New York. than 
any president of a white college in the south 
can get by @ year’s campaign among our own 
people. 

Now let this sort of thing go on for another 
twenty-five years, and the most undesirable 
conditions will inevitably arise in the south, 
bringing to pass results injurious to both 
races, 

Let it be understood that I do not begrudge 
the negro any of his good fortune. I have not 
begrudged a negro anything since the days of 
my childhood, when I used to swap ‘‘white 
house’ rations for cabin dainties to the mu- 
tual satisfaction of both ‘Uncle Jeff’’ and 
myself. 

But while I begrudge the negro nothing, I 
cannot believe it would be best for him, or 
best for anybody else, that he should con- 
tinue to have better educational advantages 
than the whites. But this will be the case if 
our OWn people do not deal more liberally 
with the colleges of the whites, The north 
will do in the future, as in the past, most of 
what it does for higher education in the south 
on behalf of the negroes. Southern white peo- 
ple must depend upon themselves to maintain 
and equip the colleges of the whites in this 
section. And we are abundantly able to do 
it. Our “‘horse shows’’ and the like prove the 
plethora of our purses, 


very rich men; but we have most prospering 
conditions just now, and we have a great 
many well-to-do people among us. They 
have plenty and to spare. Each of 
us doing what we can, and doing it often, 
will amply meet the needs of the urgent situa- 
tion“~which confronts us, 

All this I write to draw attention to two 
important propositions now pending for the 
improvement of two of the oldest and best col- 
leges in the state. 

Mr. John D. Rockefeller has proposed to give 
$15,000 to Mercer University if the friends 
of the institution will raise $50,000 by No- 
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The Georgia Pension Roll. 
(From The Savannah News.) 

The pension burden has increased stead- 
ily ever since the payment cf pensions 
by the state was begun. There has been 
a demand for the creation of new classes 
of pensioners, and the liberal interpreta- 
tion of the law, until Georgia is now 
paying more than $677,000 per year to her 
old soldiers—more than any other southern 
state. Nobody grudges the old soldier 
a pension, if he needs it. Every Georgian 
is not only willing but anxious to see the 
old heroes taken care of, if they are not 
in a position to take care of themselves. 
But it has been strongly intimated that 
a number of persons are drawing pen- 
sions who not only do not need the state’ 
aid, but are much better off financially 
than thousands of those who are called 
upon to pay the taxes from which 
the pension fund is drawn. Manifestiy 
that is unfair and wrong. The governor 
recommends that pensions be placed upon 
an indigent basis. That would have the 
effect of enabling the state to render as- 
sistance to a greater number of the really 
needy soldiers and soldiers’ widows, and 
at the same time prevent impositions on 
the state’s generosity. The only objec- 
tion the governor has heard to this propo- 
sition is that it might force applicants to 
take the “pauper cath.”’ ‘This,’ says 
Governor Candler, “is not a valid objec- 
tion. Old age is not dishonorable and 
honest poverty is no disgrace, especially 
when it is the result of the devotion of 
three or four years of the prime of one’s 
life to the service of the state as a sol- 
dier fighting her battles. The pension 
roll will still be a roll of honor.”’ 


The Public Schools. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 

The governor discusses elaborately the 
public school ‘question, commenting upon 
the unsatisfactory working of the present 
system and suggesting what he considers 
the only feasible way of getting rid of the 
annually recurring deficiency in school 
reverues. He declares that Georgia pays 
a larger percentage of her revenues to 
supply her common schools than any 
other state in the union; while local com- 
munities, except in cities and some large 
towns, contribute nothing. It is not right 
for the state to bear all this burden—the 
law should require counties to bear a 
pirt of it, and supplement their funds 
with aid from the state, and in this way 
bring the counties more in direct touch 
and sympathy with their schools, improve 
the service, lengthen the school term; 
teachers would be better paid, and tax- 
payers better satisfied. The governor 
therefore recommends that the state 
school fund be fixed at $1,000,000 and dis- 
tributed among the counties as now pro- 
vided by law; but that the amount appor- 
tioned to any county shall not be avail- 
able until that county shall have raised 
by taxation within its own borders an 
amount not less than §& per cent of its 
share of the state school funds.

Manila, October 25.—The people of the 
island of Samar have been notified to 
concentrate in the towns on pain of being 
considered public enemies and outlaws 
and treated accordingly. Intense feeling 
exists among the troops in Samar. If they 
can meet the enemy in the open there, 
will be great retaliation. Many of them 
have seen and the others have heard of 
the barbarous treatment to which the 
dead American soldiers were subjected by 
the Filipinos recently. 

Francisco de Jesus, Lukban’s chief ‘com- 
missary, was recently captured and taken 
to Cebu. Papers which he had in his pos- 
session have resulted in the arrest of 
many of the best known presidentes and 
other civil officials of the island of Leyte. 

It develops that Biliran island, north 


has been aiding the insurgents of Samar 
in every way. They have landed several 
cargoes of rice and have received hemp 
in exchange. 

Several thousand dollars also fell into 
the hands of the Americans when De 
Jesus was made prisoner. His capture is 
thought to be a great disaster to the 
revolutionary cause.

His Colleagues Will Attend the Funeral 
Today. 


SPECIAL ESCORT NAMED 
TO ACCOMPANY THE BODY 


Practically No Business Was Trans- 
acted at the Session Yesterday. 
Desk of Deceased Member . 
Draped in Mourning. 
Resolutions Passed. 


There was little business transacted 
yesterday in the house. The proceedings 
almost wholly related to the sad and 
sudden death of Hon. Porter King, Ful- 
ton’s representative, whose seat, draped 
deep in mourning, bore silent and sor- 
rowful testimony that he had vacated it 
forever in response to the highest call. 

Chaplain Harris referred eloquently to 
the sad death of colleague and friend. 
A joint resolution was passed providing 
for a committee from senate and house 
to report upon proper observances. Some 
brief business intervened, including tne 
reading of a short message from the gov- 
ernor, and the house took a recess until 
the joint committee could be heard from. 

The resolution of the joint committee 
expressed sympathy, provided that both 
houses ‘of the legislature should attend 
the funeral today, that an escort of eight 
from the house and four from the sen- 
ate be appointed to accompany the re- 
mains, and that the legislature in ad- 
journing, adjourn until Monday, October 
28, out of respect to the memory of Mr. 
King. 

Following the adoption of the joint res- 
olution, on motion of Mr. Barron, of 
Jones, the house, as a further mark of 
respect to the deceased, adjourned. 

Prayer by Chaplain Harris. 

When the house met @t 10 o'clock, 
Speaker Little waited for absolute silence. 

Rev. Robert H. Harris, of Thomas, 
chaplain of the house, then offered a 
feeling prayer upon the sorrow that has 
befallen that body. He said: 

‘We stand appalled today, oh, God! 
Like a flash of lightning the swift ar- 
row of death has sped into our midst 
and one brother lies stricken at our 
feet. But yesterday we felt the warm 
clasp of his hand; today that hand Is 
cold and still in death, and a warm 
heart is hushed forever. We are sad 
today and our heads are bowed in 
sorrow.

POPULIST IS TURNED DOWN. 


Senate Refuses To Confirm Kent as 
Solicitor of Johnson 
County. 

W. B. Kent, populist, appointed by the 
governor as solicitor of the county court 
ef Johnson county, was turned down by 
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the senate yesterday on political grounds. 

This was the only appointment out of 
the long list sent to the senate by the 
governor on which there was any question 
raised, except those of Solicitor General 
Brunson, of the Macon circuit, and Solici- 
tor General Simpson, of the Cherokee 
circuit, which the senate referred to the 
general judiciary committee on the 
ground that they had nothing to do with 
them. 

When Kent's name was reached Sena- 
tor George Carter, of the sixteenth dis- 
trict, entered objection to his confirma- 
tion on the ground that he is an avowed 
populist. The senate, with its accustomed 
courtesy, acceded to the wishes of Sena- 
tor Carter, and the appointment was 
practically turned down. 

As The Constitution stated yesterday, 
there were only two applicants for this 
position before thé governor. They were 
Kent and William Faircloth, the incum- 
bent. Kent had the indorsements of the 
grand jury and the best democrats of that 
county, while the other man had beer 
convicted in his own court while still 
holding the office of solicitor, and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $100 or serve three 
months on the chaingang. 

“The situation was just this,”” Gover- 
nor Candler said, speaking of the matter. 
“There were only two applicants for the 
place, and I was informed by the best 
democrats in the county that they were 
the only two lawyers in Johnson county 
who were qualified to fill the place and 
would have it. These same democrats 
indorsed Kent. The other man was con- 
victed of gambling in his own court, and 
was sentenced to the chaingang. I have 
a certified copy of the sentence here now. 
Under the cireumstances I could do noth- 
ing but appoint Kent, for I had rather 
name a good populist than a gambling 
democrat.”’ 

The governor has not yet been officially 
informed of the action of the senate, and 
it is not known what course the matter 
will take. 

All the other appointments, the list of 
which was given in The Constitution yes- 
terday, were confirmed by the senate.

GHORGIA SHOWS INCREASE 


Mamufacturing Interests Have Gain- 
ed 58 Per Cent in Ten Years.

UP WELL 


The preliminary report of the census 
department on the manufacturing inter- 
ests 4n Georgia makes a very creditable 
showing for this state. 

According to the report, there are now 
in the state of Georgia 7,544 manufactur- 
ing establishments. hese establishments 
show an aggregate capital of $106,645, 

Since 1890 the capital invested in manu- 
facturing interests in Georgia has in- 
creased per cent, while the value of the 
manufactured products has increased 56 
per cent. 

A separate report is made on four cities 
—Atianta, Augusta, Macon and Savannah. 
This shows that Atlanta has manufactur- 
ing establishments with a capital nearly 
twice that of the manufacturing establish- 
ments in Augusta and over three times 
those in either Macon or Savannah. 

The report shows that while there has 
been a great increase in both capital in- 
vested and in value of products, still there 
has been a decrease in the number of es- 
tablishments, showing that the tendency 
toward centralization has not been un- 
known in Georgia. This decrease in num- 
ber of establishments is found tin all four 
cities, ranging from 4 r cent in Atlanta 
to over 36 per cent in vannah. 

The report is an excellent proof of the 
great progress that Georgia is making in 
manufacturigg lines and also shows that 
Atlanta is the manufacturing center of 
the state despite the fact that the city 
is without the advantage of water power. 

The report shows the following figures 
for capital invested and value of products 
in the four cities named above: ;

THE ROOSEVELT CHILDREN 


BRIGHTEN THE WHITEHOUSE 


Here is a story that has to do with 
politics, prize fighting and presidents— 
three P’s which are strange bedfellows. 
The story has never before been told 
in print, and although it contains strange 
elements, I am ready to vouch for the 
truth of every word of it. It does not 
date back #0 very long ago, say about 
1893, when Hon, Edward Murphy, Jr., 
of Troy, was senator, and Theodore 
Roosevelt, the present occupant of the 
white house, was a civil service com- 
missioner. Senator Murphy had a large 
political following in his town and he 
was then, as now, a man who likes to 
“take care of his friends’’ in a political 
sense. 


Enter the Politicians. 

One of the senator’s adherents, like a 
true son of Troy: took it into his head 
that he would like an appointment to a 
certain good office. His friends rallied 
around him and carried his hopes and 
ambitions up to Senator Murphy and Sen- 
ator Hill. It did not seem to be an ap- 
pointment that could be had for the ask- 
ing, partly because the applicant for the 
place might with more consistency have 
asked for something a good deal smaller. 
He hailed from Murphy's town and Sen- 
ator Hill was glad to get from under the 
responsibility and make a present of It 
all to Murphy. An additional embarrass- 
ment was lent to the situation by the 
fact that.the office which the Trojan 
wanted came under the operations of the 
civil service laws, and Theodore Roose- 
velt, a stickler for everything which 
that law required, had to be consulted. 
No. wonder that a veteran like David B. 
Hill was glad to get behind a tree. 

Hector Tackles Achilles. 

The situation grew less and less invit- 
ing to Murphy as he contemplated it, 
but with his duty to a constituent before 
him he made up his mind to face the 
music and tackle Roasevelt at all haz- 
ards. So like another Hector, he put 
on his armor and went forth to do battle 
I had the honor 
of accompanying Murphy to the office 
of the civil service commission as a sort 
of bodyguard, and so depressing was the 
very atmosphere that pressed suffocating- 
ly about us as we rode through the chil- 
ly streets of Washington that I felt I 
would later be called upon to bear awav 
the mangled body of my friend, the mod- 
ern Hector, or see it hitched to the chari- 
ot of the victorious Theodorus Achilles 
and dragged thrice around the treasury 
building. 

An Intense Situation. : 

Arrived at the commissioner’s office I 
was giad to halt in an outer room while 
Mr. Murphy was admitted to the inner 
Office of Mr. Roosevelt. I waited with 
bated breath until I thought enough time 
had elapsed for a brief and formal ex- 
change of courtesies and for the senator 
to make known the object of his visit. 
Painfully I bent my off ear to hear the 
crash. I recalled the couplet from the 
Ihiad: 


“Then fierce 
skies, 

On Troy’s whole force with boundless 
fury flies!’’ 


But bend my off ear as I would, I could 
hear no crash of matter or the wreck of 
worlds—not even a chair overturned. The 
situation for me was intense. I waited 
long. Minutes ticked slowly off. They 
ran up into the quarter of an hour, to 
the half hour, to the three-quarters! 
Could Roosevelt have eaten him alive? I 
listened for a footfall, I listened for a 
word, but the beating of my own heart 
was all the sound } heard. Beads of 
perspiration froze on my brow and rolled 
off.on the floor like waarblies. | 


Enter the Prize Fighters. 

Not till an hour had elapsed—an hour 
that seemed a lifetime—did I behold the 
face of Senator Murphy. The door to the 
inner office swung. em and he came 
forth, not only alive and well, but look- 
ing positively happy. 4 do not recall that 
I ever saw him in a more cheerful frame 
of mind than he was at that moment. 
Overjoyed for his deliverance from peril, 
l grasped him by the hand, and as we 
passed out to the street inquired what 
in the world had kept him so long. 

“Oh,” said the senator cheerily, “we 
got to talking about prize fighting and I 
couldn't get away.’’ 

I gasped, of course. 

“Roosevelt thinks that Corbett is going 
to win.”’ 

Could this be some hideous dream? as 
the novelist say. I recalled that the 
Corbett-Mitchell fight was about to be 
pulled off at Jacksonville, but I hardly 
dared believe that Theodore Roosevelt, 
the civil service reformer, even knew 
that such a wicked thing as a prize fight 
was “on the carpet,’’ as we say in pu- 
gilistic circles. 

I kept on gasping. 

‘“‘Yes,”’ continued Senator Murphy, ‘Mr. 
Roosevelt thinks so well of Corbett that 
he offered to bet me a new hat. that 
Mitchell wouldn't last three rounds.”’

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


The Trade Situation. 


New. York, October 25.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row wil! say: 

‘The first rush of autumn wholesale trade 
is over and attention is now attracted to the 
movement of staple goods into the channels of 
consumption. Complaints of car shortage come 
from all parts of the country—notably, for iron 
ore .<nd ‘steel, lumber, grain and coal, Whoie- 
sale and jobbing trade generally is character- 
ized as fair to moderate the country over. 
Collections are generally good, except at the 
south, where the slower movement of cotton 
has tended to retard business, 

‘‘As for some weeks past, the iron and steel 
trade returns the best reports, and these good 
reports are being prolonged to an extent which 
has rarely been witnessed. In all, 1t,500,- 
000 tons of steel rails for 1902 delivery have 
been booked. Special activity is noted in 
structural material at. Pittsburg, implement 
manufactures and tin plates and steel sheets 
mills producing the latter, being months be- 
hind on orders. Railroad companies are buying 
cara freely. The market fer wire products is 
lagging and nails are lower. 

‘‘Weather conditions have been favorable to 
the cotton crop this week. Frost is holding 
off, receipts have reavily increased, though 
it is claimed this is but temporary, and the 
situation at Fall iver is not so favorable 
owing to a further advance in wages by one 
manufacturer and there are fears of a strike. 
Estimates. of cotton consumption made public 
this week are bullish, one authority saying that 
a crop of 11,500,000 bales is required to pre- 
vent a ‘squeeze.’ 

‘Wooler goods, remain in a strong position. 
Consumption of raw wool is large, and prices 
are held steady thereby. 

‘Prices of wheat this week have been pushed 
over the ‘dead center’ by reports of droughts 
in Argentine, reducing yields. from 25 per cent 
to per cent. Exporters have bought on 
reactions. Flour. has strengthened with wheat 
and production is very heavy, the Minneapo- 
lis mills last week breaking all records. 

‘‘Corn is little changed, liquidation and weak- 
ness early being offset by a good export busi- 
ness. Shipments are the heaviest for three 
months past. 

“Hog products are lower, the feeling growing 
that the high prices of the late boom have 
checked consumption. Statistically the situa- 
tion is, however, still bearish.

‘‘Fastern makers of wvoots and shoes are 


still engaged on late orders for winter goods 
and contracts come in freely from the west for 
spring lines. Prices are unchanged, but the 
rise in leather makes # difficult te defer ad- 
vances, while distant contracts are not siught 
at current rates. 

‘In woolen goods conditions are quiet on 
account of the warm weather, but mills are 
fully occupied and producers of knit goods 
have orders for some time. 

‘‘In cotton goods the situation is disturbed 
by the action of a large manufacturer, who 
advanced wages 5 per cent a short time ago, 
and again this week announced a 5§ per cent 
rise to go inte effect on November 4. 

‘‘More satisfactory prices are received by 
domestic wheat g@wers, ‘ast year’s figures 
being surpassed, notwithstanding the largely 
increased yield harvested. Smaller crops of 
other cereals and hay caused the use of much 
wheat in flattening live «tock, and wih lard 
more than 2c above last year’s prices and 
mess pork $3-a barrel higher, tifis has been a 
most yrofitable proceeding. Foreign buying is 
also heavy, exports for the week, including 
flour, amounting to 4,894,988 bushels, against 
3,994,250 last year and 3,188,492 in igs96. 
There is also a tendency to hold back for 
higher quotations, as indicated by western re- 
ceipts of only 6,182,393 bushels, against 
7,414,057 bushels a year ago. 

‘Corn was supported by estimates of a re- 
duced yield in Roumania and a splendid increase 
in Atlantic exports to 1,194,009 bushels, 
against 501,135 in the preceding week, but the 
current outgo is trifling compared with 2.716, - 
582 bushels last year and 3,564,313 two years 
ago. F 
“Cotton lost part of the recent advance ow- 
ing to the heavy port receipts and the fail- 
ure of frost to appear as early as expected, 
Pickling progresses rapidly, and a good yield is 
almost assured.
